The large remainder will 
be devoted to loan schemes with 
a similar purpose, to the creation 
of a “herring marketing fund,” 
and to various improvements. 
This. country lacks Great 
Britain’s resources. Is there 
any reason, however, why it 
should lack Great Britain's 
ambition? The decay of our 
rish fisheries has been a source 
of distress to thinking people 
for. very many years past. 
There ought to be a very 
substantial market here for fish of 
all kinds; yet the fact remains 
that the great mass of the people 
are barely familiar with the taste 
of anything larger than a sardine. 
Many industries have been spon- 
sored that are in no sense 
“native “—a fact of which the 
war has given abundant proof— 
but thé fishing industry, which in 
poemaal lesutaatanoge ought to be 
a national mainstay, has enjoyed 
only the most meagre encourage- 
ment. Surely the return of peace 
will introduce a new attitude. Our 
fisheries could give employment 
to ten times as many people as 
are employed in them nowadays 
—or were employed in them five 
years ago—and they could help 
enormously to the improvement 
of the national standard of living. 
Would the necessary drain on the 
Exchequer be so formidable?

LIBERAL ATMOSPHERE

The advantages of a liberal educa- 
tion were stressed by the Primate 
of All Ireland, the Most Rey. Dr. 
Gregg, when he gave an address at 
Alexandra College Commemoration

Liberally educated people were 
worth employing in apy capacity, 
he said. There was a great danger 
of some scholastic institutions 
becoming technical and vocational 
institutions. The liberal atmosphese 
should never be sacrified for mere 
cramming. 

On the question of reading, the 
Primate said that it was possible to 
pursue a liberal education without 
Greek or Latin, and ignorance of 
certain. languages need not rule out 
good - literature, for there were 
magnificent translations of the 
classics available.

A TRIBUTE BY A FRIEND | 


HENRY BARNARDO was a 

good Churchman, a good Irish- 
man and a good citizen of Dublin. 
And yet I have often thought that 
he was “born out of due time.” 
In an earlier day his would have 
been an honoured name amongst 
those patrons. of painters and 
musicians who have made the 
Renaissance great. Most unassum- 
ing of men, he was, at the same 
time, a very real power and force 
in everything that was of value in 
furthering literature and art and 
music in that city to which his 
whole allegiance was given. 

In an earlier time his name would 
have been amongst those to whom 
the Church has given a more sacred 
name than.that of “ patron,” for he 
had, I think, many of those qualities 
which have entitled men to be 
called “blessed.” Great-hearted. 
unselfish to an almost incredible 
degree, one-idea’d in his desire to 
relieve the hardship and sorrow o 
others, he did indeed follow in the 
footsteps—in as far as humanity can 
do so—of the Master whom he 
served,
